3. Describe in detail the emergency situation that created a threat to life, public health, welfare or safety.

On 02/03/15, the impounded vessel “SCIMITAR”, Reg. No. HA 2292 C, which was located at the Keehi SBH on the 100 pier,
sank in the berth and the mast of the vessel snapped off due to the strong winds. The mast broke in half and landed on the
dock and on a vessel that was located next to it. The vessel also sank in the berth and became wedged under the dock as
well. The broken mast was causing a danger to the general and boating public as it blocked the walkway as well as a
creating a hazard to the other vessels. Additionally, because of the gale force winds and high surge there was a need to
have the mast and the sunken vessel removed immediately as to not further endandger the public and create additioanl
damage the structure of the entire 100 pier.

6. Describe in detail the emergency goods, services, or construction and explain why it is necessary.
See above description. DOBOR was able to get 3 bids from vendors and Parker Marine Worldwide was the lowest bidder
but due to the nature of the situation, we could not place the bids out on HEIPRO. The mast had caused damage to the top of
the dock and the neighboring vessel and the sunken vessel was being forced under the finger pier and the main dock during
the high winds and wave surges. This endangered the structure of the entire 100 pier and could have caused the failure of
the entire section.

7. State the reason(s) the vendor/contractor/service provider was selected. Explain what competition, as is practicable,
was conducted.
Parker Marine Worldwide was the lowest bidder at $16,500.00. Sea Engineering, Inc. was the 2nd bidder at $25,860 and
last was American Marine with a bid of $50,000.00.
